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ELY’S CINEMA is 
under threat after 
“disgraceful” cuts 
were agreed at a 
council meeting 
packed with wor¬ 
ried residents. 

East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Coun¬ 
cil’s community ser¬ 
vices committee voted 
to slash by 40 per cent 
the funding it gives to 
Art Development East 
Cambridgeshire 
(ADeC), which runs 
the cinema and art 
gallery as well as 
hosting concerts and 
plays. 

And it was also re¬ 
vealed that The Mattings, 
the cinema’s current 
home, is now open for 
bids on its future use after 
a forthcoming six-month 
refurbishment, bringing 
fears for the cinema’s 
future. 

Despite pleas from 
residents who filled the 
public seats in the council 
chamber, the £70,000 cut 
from the £174,242 council 
grant was voted through 
by councillors from the 
controlling Conservative 
group. 

They expressed regret 
but stressed that the 
council needed to meet

Government efficiency 
targets. 

However, after objec¬ 
tions from Lib Dem 
councillors, the decision 
has now been called in for 
consideration by the 
council’s internal over¬ 
view and scrutiny com¬ 
mittee on November 12. 

Jane Wilson, ADeC 
director, said decisions on 
the future of the group’s 
services lay in part with 
the council, adding that 
uncertainty over The 
Mattings threw up more 
questions over the 
cinema’s future. 

She said: “That is going 
to affect the cinema 
whatever. It means that 
once The Maltings closes 
(for refurbishment), we 
don’t know what will 
happen. We will be 
strongly making the case 
that people in the sur¬ 
rounding areas deserve to 
have a cinema they can 
get to without going to 
Cambridge or Hunt¬ 
ingdon.” 


John Hill, chief exec¬ 
utive of the council, told 
the committee meeting 
that £282,000 of savings 
were needed to balance 
the council’s budget for 
2008/09. 

Coun Peter Cresswell, 
chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, said: “We have got 
to balance the budget - 
there is no way we can do 
this by reducing our 
statutory services. This is 
quite a painful exper¬ 
ience.” 

But Coun Hazel 
Williams said it was 
“disgraceful” to hang a 
“guillotine” over ADeC 
without consulting with 
the group over how it 
could make savings. She 
argued it was a cut to 
services rather than an 
efficiency saving. 

Coun Ian Allen, a 
councillor from outside 
the committee, told the 
meeting that ADeC events 
brought in people from a 
range of social back¬ 
grounds rather than 
appealing just to “middle- 
class people” and added 
that the group also 
provided “statutory” 
services like the cinema. 

Coun Gareth Wilson, 
another councillor from 
outside the committee, 
said the cuts made no 
financial sense as the 
council would have to 
provide some of the 
services if ADeC could 
not.

Murder case: mother in court 


A MOTHER suspected of 
murdering her two 
daughters was further 
remanded in custody after 
a court hearing. 

Davina Baker, 16, and 
her sister Jasmine, 13, 
were found stabbed to 
death at their mother’s 
home in The Crofters, 
Stretham, on the morning 
of June 13. 

Rekha Kumari-Baker, 39, 
was arrested and charged 
with murdering them. 

She appeared in Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court last 


Wednesday for a remand 
hearing. She will reappear 
for plea and directions at a 
later date. 

Davina was finishing 
her GCSEs at Cambridge 
Regional College, and 
Jasmine was a pupil at 
Cottenham Village College. 

Their father David 
Baker identified the girls’ 
bodies at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, two days after 
their deaths. 

William Morris, coroner 
for North and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, opened and 


adjourned an inquest into 
their deaths on July 17. 
Following preliminary 
pathology reports, he gave 
the causes of death as 
multiple stab wounds to 
the chest. 

About 200 people 
attended a service at 
Cambridge Crematorium 
to bid a final farewell to 
the devoted sisters on July 
27. Their father said then 
they had been “ripped 
away” from him and he 
would “never be the same 
person again”. 


eBay scam mum must 
compensate victims 


A WOMAN must pay comp¬ 
ensation to pregnant mums 
she conned on eBay by 
selling prams that were never 
dispatched. 

Simone Marley, a 34-year-old 
mother of two, made £4,363 by 
scamming 12 victims on the internet 
auction site, magistrates in Ely 
heard. 

Among the victims were five 
pregnant women who thought they 
had secured top-of-the-range 
Bugaboo Gecko prams for their 
babies. 

Magistrates ordered Marley, who 
gave her address as Scaltback Close, 
Newmarket, to pay £100 
compensation to each of the nine 
people who lost the most money. She 
must pay £125 costs, as well as 
completing a 12-month community 
order and forfeiting two laptop 
computers she used in the scam. 

Andrew Williams, prosecuting, 
said one mother, a graphic designer, 
was seven months pregnant and lost 
£490. 

Another victim was a foster 
parent looking for a forward-facing 
pram for a child with particular 
needs she was looking after, who 
ended up losing £392. 

Marley, who admitted 12 counts of 
theft during a previous court 
appearance, used an account under 
the name “W Harper”, registered to 
her then address in The Causeway, 
Soham, for the cheques that came in. 

After victims found the prams did 
not show up, they informed police. 
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Officers visited the address in The 
Causeway and arrested Marley. 

Mr Williams said Marley had told 
police in an interview that she was 
looking for ways to make money and 
hit on the legitimate practice of 
“drop-shipping”, where retailers do 
not keep goods in stock but pass on 
customer orders to suppliers, as the 
best option. 

Jenny Turner, mitigating, told 
magistrates that Marley had set out 
to operate properly. 

Ms Turner said: “These offences 
were not premeditated, they were not 
intentional, they were not outright 
dishonest. It was the case that she 
fully intended to fulfil these 
contracts. 

“However, these offences became 
dishonest when she failed to take 
action when she fell into difficulties 
of her own.” 

Ms Turner told the court the 
money coming in from eBay was 
“swallowed up” by Marley’s existing 
outgoings on rent and other items 
before she had placed orders for the 
prams. 

Ms Turner said: “Everything was 
on top of her and, in effect, she 
bottled it. She realises contacting 
the purchasers and explaining she 
was unable to fulfil would perhaps 
have been a better way to proceed.” 

Marley did not buy luxury items 
with the proceeds and has shown 
regret and remorse for her actions, 
the court was told.

‘Needle phobia’ nurse to fight drink-drive charge 


A NURSE who says he 
suffers from a phobia 
about needles is to fight 
a drink-drive charge 
because he was alleged¬ 
ly unable to put himself 
through a blood test. 


Carrington Kam- 
basha was arrested on 
August 1 accused of 
being over the alcohol 
limit at the wheel of a 
VW Golf in Sidney 
Street, Cambridge. 


The 27-year-old, of 
Pasture Grove, Ely, is 
alleged to have been 
breath tested and been 
10 micrograms over the 
alcohol limit with a 
level of 45 micrograms 


in 100 millilitres of 
breath. 

The legal amount for 
driving is 35 micro¬ 
grams. 

But he has denied a 
drink-driving charge in 


court, citing his “needle 
phobia” as his defence 
because he could not 
undergo the alternative 
blood test.

Mereham plan is 
‘barking mad’ - 
MP tells inquiry 


PLANS for a 5,000-home 
new town have been 
described as “barking 
mad” by an MP. 

Jim Paice, who represents 
South East Cambridgeshire, 
believes Multiplex Stannifer’s 
proposed Mereham develop¬ 
ment on the A10 near Stretham 
would create havoc on roads 
and argued local people should 
have the final say on new 
housing in their area. 

An independent planning 
inquiry into the scheme 
continued, after hearing from a 
council road expert last week 
who said Multiplex’s plans to 
widen the A10 without adding 
extra lanes would encourage 
speeding and dangerous over¬ 
taking. 

Cambridgeshire County Cou¬ 
ncil and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council are opposing 
the plans at the inquiry. 

Mr Paice is worried by the 
effect Mereham would have on 
the neighbouring villages of 
Wilburton and Stretham. 

He said: “I remain of the 
view that it is barking mad. 

“It is the wrong place for a 
settlement - it will destroy two 
existing villages. The A10 
cannot cope.” 

Members of the public atten¬ 
ding the inquiry on Tuesday 
laughed when Robin Purchas 
QC, representing Multiplex, 
said the plans included high 
quality bus links to Ely and 
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Cambridge, ensuring there 
would be no extra congestion 
on the A10. 

Mr Paice was not surprised 
by that reaction. He said: “They 
(Multiplex) told me about that 
some time ago - I just do not 
believe it.” 

The final decision on Mere¬ 
ham will be made by the 
Secretary of State for Commun¬ 
ities and Local Government, 
Hazel Blears, after she takes 
advice from the planning 
inspector leading the inquiry, 
Richard Ogier. 

Multiplex insists that 
Mereham is a development 
suited to its location. 

Andy Macdonald, managing 
director of Multiplex Develop¬ 
ments UK, said: “The new 
community would be built on 
agricultural land with no 
special landscape designation 
and sits at the heart of the 
London-Stansted-Cambridge- 
Peterborough ‘growth corri¬ 
dor’. 

“If projects like Mereham are 
turned down, then there is little 
chance of the Prime Minister’s 
stated aim of building three 
million new homes by 2020 ever 
being met.” 

Last week, the inquiry heard 
evidence from John Koch, a 
South Cambridgeshire District 


Council planning officer, who 
said: “The local highway auth¬ 
ority (Cambridgeshire County 
Council) considers the 10-metre 
carriageway width improve¬ 
ments (to the A10) are an 
unacceptable risk to highway 
safety. 

“The measures will result in 
long stretches of wide single 
carriageway, which will include 
higher speeds and injudicious 
overtaking. The proposals as 
submitted do not make ade¬ 
quate and safe provision for the 
increased levels of traffic that 
would be generated by the 
development of Mereham.” 

Mr Koch also raised fears 
addressed by the Environment 
Agency, which said a submitted 
flood risk assessment was 
“unsatisfactory” and “does not 
adequately address the issue of 
floodplain compensatory 
works”. 

He said: “The technical 
advice is that there will be a 
loss of floodplain which could 
result in other areas being put 
at risk with an increase in 
flooding levels elsewhere.” 

Giles Hughes, the district 
council’s head of planning and 
economic development, will tell 
the inquiry this week that 
Mereham is not needed for the 
district council to meet its 
targets for new homes and that 
the development’s 30 per cent 
provision for affordable homes 
is not good enough.

Walkers and cyclists 
trying to cross the A10 at its 
junction with the A142 on a 
key route into Ely have only 
a traffic island with boll¬ 
ards to help them as they 
dodge traffic. 

Ely resident Arthur 
Cutter is calling for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
to consider a footbridge for 
the crossing, which he says 
is used by mothers with 
buggies, schoolchildren and 
shoppers trying to reach the 
Budgens store on Witchford 
Road. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Councillor Ian Allen, 
who lives in Witchford, has 
backed Mr Cutter’s call for 
action, pointing out that the 
high level of the central 
island in the roundabout 
restricts visibility so that 
pedestrians cannot see cars 
hurtling round it, at up to 40 
mph, until the last moment. 

Mr Cutter, a campaigner 
for disabled people’s rights, 
said: “We are steeped in 


health and safety. Does this 
not come under health and 
safety? People risking their 
lives to cross a road? 

“I have had lots of feed¬ 
back from people saying it 
should have been done a 
long time ago. You are tak¬ 
ing your life in your hands 
when you cross.” 

Coun Allen said: “The 
pedestrian crossing across 


the A10 is an accident wait¬ 
ing to happen. It is a well- 
used crossing. 

“A bridge would cost 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds - that is the long¬ 
term perfect answer. 

“If that isn’t affordable, in 
the interim there should be 
much more high visibility 
indication that there are 
cyclists and pedestrians 


around, because the signage 
is completely inadequate.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
explained that priority for 
safety improvements is giv¬ 
en to roads where injuries 
take place, and stated that 
there have been no collis¬ 
ions involving pedestrians 
on that stretch of road in 
the last six years. 


Bishop on hand 


Workers dig in at site of &lm 
commuter parking scheme 


DIGGERS have moved in as 
work begins on a new 
£1 million car park aimed at 
boosting Ely’s shopping 
district. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council started 
work on the new car park at 
the growing city’s Angel 
Drove, with the 205-space 
facility set to boost local 
business with a Saturday 
Park and Ride scheme and 
help commuters who use 
the train. 

The council wants to free 
up spaces in the city centre 
for shoppers by moving out 
the commuters who park in 
Ely each day before leaving 
for Cambridge. 

Traders have backed the 
plans after a long campaign 
for more spaces to ease the 


pressure, particularly for 
market days on Thursday 
and Saturday 

Will Burton of the Ely 
Traders’ Association said: 
“We have been recomm¬ 
ending this for the past 
three years. At last the 
council have taken up the 
challenge. This is going to 
relieve the situation in the 
centre of the city” 

The new car park is set to 
open in December, along¬ 
side a change in city centre 
parking regimes from long- 
stay to short-stay, which the 
council hopes will push 
commuters out to Angel 
Drove. 

Coun John Seaman MBE, 
chairman of the council’s 
environment and transport 
committee, said: “I believe 


the new facility will make a 
big difference to the lives of 
everyone who uses it. From 
commuters in the week who 
won’t have to worry about 
driving around a full rail¬ 
way station car park, to 
shoppers who will have a 
convenient place to leave 
their car.” 

The charge for the car 
park will be £2.50 per day or 
£11 for a week. 

Coun Ian Allen, a mem¬ 
ber of the environment and 
transport committee and 
deputy leader of the Lib- 
Dem group, cautioned that 
charging for Saturday Park 
and Ride may not work. 

He said: “I cannot see 
how you will get people to 
use Ely’s shops if you have 
to pay to use it.”

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Paice claims 
ASBOs are 
not working 


JIM PAICE has questioned 
the effectiveness of anti¬ 
social behaviour orders. 

The Cambridgeshire South 
East MP has found that official 
statistics reveal almost half the 
ASBO orders have been 
breached. 

Figures obtained by Mr Paice 
show that of 101 ASBOs issued 
in Cambridgeshire from 1999 to 
2005, 49 have been breached. 
Thirty of the 101 ASBOs related 
to those aged 10 to 17. 

Mr Paice was also told that no 
Individual Support Orders - 
which can be attached to ASBOs 
given to 10 to 17-year-olds to 
address the underlying causes of 
anti-social behaviour - were 
issued in Cambridgeshire in that 
time. 

He said: “These figures raise 
serious questions about the 
effectiveness of anti-social 
behaviour orders in the county I 
find it particularly worrying 
that not a single Individual 
Support Order has been used in 
the county 

“If ASBOs are to work they 
need to be properly enforced and 
supported by measures to tackle 
the underlying causes of anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“As it is, they appear to be 
neither. Little wonder, then that 
they are failing to put the brake 
on youth crime and are seen by 


many as a badge of honour 
which can be flouted with 
impunity” 

He added: “We cannot just slap 
an ASBO on a young person and 
hope for the best. We need to get 
to the root causes of the problem 
and positively address them. 
These figures suggest that this is 
not happening in Cambridge¬ 
shire.” 

The figures were provided in 
answers to written Parliament¬ 
ary questions tabled by Mr 
Paice. 

The number of ASBOs issued 
has grown from just three in 
2001 to 50 in 2005, when 14 were 
issued for the 10 to 17-year-olds. 
In the same period, the number 
of breaches rose from three to 
22 . 

According to the Youth Justice 
Board, Individual Support 
Orders (ISOs) are only available 
for 10 to 17-year-olds and can be 
attached to “stand alone” ASBOs. 

They impose positive condit¬ 
ions on the youngster to address 
the underlying causes of the 
behaviour that led to the ASBO. 

An ISO may last up to six 
months and can require a young 
person to attend up to two 
sessions a week under the 
supervision of the youth 
offending team. Breach of an 
ISO is a criminal offence which 
may be punished by way of a 
financial penalty

Hasty cut to arts budget will 
impoverish our quality of life 


Sir, A friend of mine who is the co¬ 
signatory to this letter and I attended the 
community services committee meeting 
on Thursday, October 11, in which the 
thorny issue of the slashing of council 
funding to ADeC was to be discussed. A 
highly edifying charade it proved to be. 
We had first heard of the proposed 
£70,000 cut out of a total budget of 
£174,242 via a member of ADeC on 
October 5 and I understand that they had 
only found out themselves on September 
28. This followed a cut of £25,000 four 
years ago. 

In spite of having so little notice of the 
impending decision, many members of 
the public had written to the committee 
and to individual councillors in an 
attempt to make their voices heard and 
express the strength of feelings evoked 
by this arbitrary and rushed proposal. 

No attempt was made to discuss these 
points. A surprising number of people 
attended the meeting. The applause that 
greeted the arguments put forward by 
the councillors who spoke against the cut 
was gratifying. 

Three of the Lib-Dem councillors made 
impassioned pleas, first for the repeal of 
the proposed measure and, when that 
failed, for amendments designed to 
soften the blow aimed at ADeC. All to no 
avail. They came up against a unanimous 
brick wall put up by the other side. By 


then it was like attending a performance 
of Julius Caesar- you pretty well knew 
how it was going to end. 

I have always believed that people 
elected to local government should first 
and foremost have the interests of their 
community at heart and vote according 
to their conscience, rather than along 
party political lines. One does wonder. 
When I moved from central London to Ely 
four and a half years ago, I was struck by 
the liveliness of the arts scene in this city. 
The cinema, world music and other 
concerts at the cathedral, the equipment 
bank available to art groups and schools, 
the Babylon Gallery, the efforts made by 
ADeC to involve children and adults who, 
under normal circumstances, have little 
access to the arts - all this is now in 
jeopardy. 

This is a retrograde step and one which 
will impoverish the lives of many and 
spoil something very special in the fabric 
of this beautiful, ancient place. No 
amount of mealy-mouthed protestations 
of regret, as we had to listen to at the 
meeting, is going to alter the fact that an 
already tight budget cannot be slashed 
by well over a third in the hope that the 
services offered will remain the same, 
because they won’t. 

Much was made of a survey indicating 
that the Ely council-tax payers felt that 
art did not rate very highly in their list of 


priorities. These two council-tax payers 
never received such a survey -and we 
would also give a lot to see the wording 
of the questions that led to that reaction. 

Speaking personally, as an artist and a 
committee member of Cambridge Open 
Studios, out of well over 500 
visitors/customers who came to my 
studio during Open Studio weekends in 
July for the past four years, a large 
proportion live in Ely. Unless I’m very 
much mistaken, the worthy councillors 
who so lamented the awfulness of their 
task in having to knock the stuffing out of 
ADeC have been conspicuous by their 
absence. Does that indicate something? 
Have they ever set foot inside the cinema 
or the Babylon Gallery, which receives 
some 25,000 visitors a year? 

I am sure many people in this community 
would join us in hoping that when the 
question comes up in front of the full 
district council, this retrograde decision 
will be consigned to the scrap heap.

Do 
Ely councillors not see how 
much the city’s reputation is 
enhanced by the arts 
activities it offers, and how 
much visitor spending they 
bring in? And do they not care 
that small local communities 
will lose the ability to put on 
events that much enrich their 
life without the backup that 
ADeC can offer, often at truly 
minute cost? 

What sort of dead-and-alive 
place do we want to live in? 

Anyone who wants to see Ely 
remain a good place to live 
and a substantial attraction to 
others beside cathedral 
visitors should lobby 
councillors URGENTLY to 
throw out this disgraceful cut 
at full council. 

And maybe we should be 
asking what the consultancy 
fees were to find out what 
kind of “leisure” centre we 
want -1 imagine the citizens 
could have made some 
excellent suggestion for free, 
leaving fewer savings to be 
chopped away.

FENSA 
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Council staff 
feel stressed 
and underpaid 


STAFF at a council are losing 
confidence in its ability to 
improve services and feel 
ignored by their bosses, a 
survey reveals. 

Only 60 per cent of people working 
for East Cambridgeshire District 
Council believe it has good customer 
focus and just 52 per cent believe it 
has a culture of improving services. 

The figures, revealed in the 
council’s staff survey show a decline 
in optimism from 2003 when 67 per 
cent felt the council had good 
customer focus and 76 per cent said 
it had a culture of improving 
services. 

Just 35 per cent of staff now think 
executive directors listen to their 
concerns and provide clear 
direction. 

The results will come as a blow to 
the council as it wrestles with the 
need to improve infrastructure after 
rapid population growth in Ely, 
Littleport and Soham. 

The survey was to be discussed at 
a meeting of the personnel 
committee today, where councillors 
were to decide how to address the 
problems. 

A council spokesman told the 
Weekly News the survey showed a 
need to focus on relationships with

the public. He said: “At the moment 
we are putting in place systems 
which will not only improve cust¬ 
omer services, but ensure staff are 
aware of the standards of services 
expected. 

“We are actively reviewing our 
corporate strategy to ensure we meet 
standards.” 

The spokesman said some council 
services are now available online 
and that planning officers now have 
access to full case histories when 
contacted by members of the public. 

The survey also found 26 per cent 
said they regularly felt stressed - a 
decline from 30 per cent in 2003. 

Just 49 per cent felt they have a 
pleasant environment at the coun¬ 
cil’s headquarters, The Grange in 
Ely 

However pay is the overwhelming 
reason for staff leaving - 71 per cent 
believe it is the reason why coll¬ 
eagues have quit their jobs. 

On the issue of stress, the council 
spokesman said: “We realise that 
stress for staff is an issue. We are 
working with them and Unison to 
ensure we do all we can to reduce 
levels of stress.”

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Watch 
on petrol 
thieves 

A SCHEME has been 
launched to crack down on 
criminals who drive off 
without paying for fuel. 

The Forecourt Watch 
scheme will aim to share 
information with police 
and garages in an attempt 
to reduce forecourt crime. 

More than 60 garages 
across Cambridgeshire 
will be visited this week as 
the Forecourt Watch group 
is established. 

Taking off without pay¬ 
ing, also known as bilking, 
is often suffered by petrol 
garages when customers 
drive off after filling their 
tanks. 

PCSO Dave Jackson 
said: “Forecourt Watch is 
about sharing information 
between the police and 
other garages.

Bid to cut false fire alarms

FALSE fire alarm call-outs 
cost Cambridgeshire tax 
payers about £1.4 million in 
one year and wasted more 
than 1,500 hours of fire¬ 
fighters’ time. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service attended 4,608 automatic fire 
alarms in 2006/07 - more than any 
other county - and only 25 of these 
incidents needed firefighter action. 

A large number of call-outs, 1,349, 
were to Cambridge. Each time the 
fire service attends an automatic fire 
alarm it costs tax payers £300 and 
takes 20 minutes of their time, but 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said it was taking action to 
reduce the number of false alarm 
call-outs. 

The automatic call-outs in Cam¬ 
bridge city cost taxpayers £405,000 
and resulted in 450 lost hours in 
2006/07. There were 901 call-outs to 
South Cambridgeshire costing 
£270,000 and resulting in 300 lost 
hours. 

In East Cambridgeshire, there 
were 196 automatic call-outs which 
cost £59,000 and 65 lost hours. There 
were 340 calls to Fenland, costing 
£102,000 and 113 hours; 730 calls to 
Huntingdonshire, costing £219,000 
and 243 lost hours, and 986 to Peter¬ 
borough costing £296,000 and 327 
hours lost. 

There was only a fire at 170 of 
these incidents with 25 needing 
firefighter action. 

Automatic fire alarms are mainly 
used in buildings to act as early 


warning signs of a possible fire, and 
give a signal to evacuate the building 
immediately. 

Unwanted alarms can be activated 
by mistake in response to their 
environment, by human error, 
because of a fault, by good intent or 
maliciously. 

This year, Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service has been 
working to reduce the number of 
automatic fire alarms (AFAs) and 
has introduced a number of 
initiatives. 

It has produced a DVD explaining 
the effects of unwanted AFAs, and 
the top 100 worst performing 
premises have been sent a letter, 
leaflet and copy of the DVD. 

Visits have also been planned to 
these premises, and the fire service is 


working in partnership with them to 
encourage them to find ways to 
reduce the number of unwanted 
calls to their buildings. 

Businesses with a high number of 
automatic fire alarms are now given 
unique reference numbers, so crews 
can be mobilised to those premises 
quicker, and a different approach to 
automatic fire alarms was intro¬ 
duced earlier this year which allows 
the control operator to question if it 
is a false alarm. 

The service has also appointed 
Paul Clarke as fire signal manager 
for the county in its bid to reduce the 
number of automatic fire alarms. 

He said: “Unwanted fire signals 
(UFS) have a negative impact in a 
variety of areas. Barely three per 
cent of UFS calls have required any 


form of firefighter action, but they 
all prevent firefighters from 
attending real emergencies, disrupt 
training and community safety work 
and cause retained firefighters to be 
mobilised unnecessarily 

“But thanks to the large amount of 
work that has been carried out there 
has been some improvement in 
recent weeks and we are now moving 
in the right direction.” 

Maurice Moore, head of the comm¬ 
unity risk reduction group, said: 
“The aim of the project to reduce 
UFSs has been, and will remain, to 
enhance the availability of crews to 
do the things that really matter, 
rather than tying up resources 
dealing with unwanted fire signals. 

“That can only be seen as a 
positive move and we are committed 
to improving our performance in 
this area, where we currently 
perform the worst nationally” 

Early indications show per¬ 
formance is starting to improve with 
1,418 unwanted automatic fire alarm 
call-outs in April-July 2007, 
compared with 1,558 in the same 
period the year before. 

Graham Stagg, chief fire officer, 
said: “Clearly we support people 
having fire alarms, but it’s important 
to make sure they work correctly. 

“There are significant costs to the 
fire service in attending these 
unwanted fire signals and we are 
now running a policy that seeks to 
assist where we can. 

“However, there needs to be a 
public recognition that continued 
failures to improve might well result, 
in the longer term, in the fire service 
refusing to attend when a fire is not 
confirmed.”

Bins go back 
to weekly 


collection 


RECYCLING “guinea 
pigs” have got their 
weekly rubbish collect¬ 
ions back. 

With East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council 
choosing to keep weekly 
collections, a trial scheme of 
fortnightly collections in 
Witchford and Bottisham 
has come to an end. 

Residents in Witchford 
had their first weekly 
collection on October 5, 
while people living in 
Bottisham, Lode and Long 
Meadow had their weekly 
rubbish collection restored 
on October 12. 

Council officers had 
boasted that Witchford 
residents were the best 
recyclers in the country as 
rates peaked at 77 per cent, 
but the council decided new 
facilities at Donarbon at 
Waterbeach will allow it to 
meet targets for reducing 
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waste going to landfill. 

Coun John Seaman MBE, 
chairman of the environ¬ 
ment and transport com¬ 
mittee, said: “The residents 
in Witchford, Bottisham, 
Lode and Long Meadow 
deserve huge praise for the 
efforts they made to manage 
their waste during the trial 
period. 

“Our recycling rates in 
East Cambridgeshire curr¬ 
ently stand at 38 per cent - 
this is OK but we lag behind 
our district neighbours. 
This has to change.” 

The new waste contract in 
East Cambridgeshire means 
there will be a weekly black 
binbag collection, a fort¬ 
nightly recycling collection 
in black boxes and brown 
sacks, and a new plastic 
collection.

Grants to aid 

community 

involvement 

PROJECTS for vulnerable people have 
been boosted by councillors’ approval of 
grants. 

Councillors at a meeting of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
community services committee 
approved funding for a number of 
projects to help the elderly and those 
with special needs and people who feel 
isolated by society.

The boy, who cannot be named 
because of his age, was charged at a 
youth court in Ely with six offences 
against girls aged 12,13 and 14 . The 
charges allege that the touching was 
intentional. 

Five of the charges allege that the 
touching was carried out without 
consent and without reasonable belief 
that there was consent. 

The case was adjourned to 
Cambridge Youth Court.
